<f. Yesterday the Arkansas Gazette 


printed an "inspired" ncwsstory 
from Hot Springs reporting that 
the resort city would abandon its 
legal fight against placing the state 
memorial stadium . in Little Rock. 
, The editorial angle developed by 
the Gazette in its news columns 
—any axe-swinging the 
Gazette 
does invariably appears in its news 
columns—was this: 


"A majority of the people of this 


city (Hot Springs) do not relish 
the putting of the entire population 
•in the light of backing the man- 
damus suit. They do not wish any- 
thing to materialize that will cause 
Hot Springs to lose the state-wide 
good will it believes the people hold 
for Hot Springs." 


The above paragraph flagrantly 
violated all rules of fair 
play. 
First, it was an editorial comment 
in a news story, there being no 
Hot Springs person named 
"to 


hang it on •; and, second, it was 
the obvious ; pressure of the capital 
city's 
business interests 
being 
.^exerted on the-:; res:t'*'of the state 


through the morning paper—-to 
dci'end a seizure which another and 
smaller Arkansas city said 
was 


illegal, and proposing by force .-of 
propaganda to head off the 
city's appeal to the courts.

In a long and stormy session 
last night the Hope City Council 
studied ways and means of financ- 
ing purchase of the Southwestern 
Proving Ground industrial site and 
finally ended up by appointing a 
special committee to study the pro- 
posed purchase. 


The 
committee— Mayor Fink, 
C. A. Armitage, Dale Jones, Lyle 
Moore, John P. Vesey and James | 
PI. Jones—will go* to Little . Rock 
.soon to discussi the matter with 
War Assets and RFC officials. 


James H. Jones, superintendent 


of Hope Schools, told the 
group 


that school districts of this area 
could help finance the purchase by 
buying buildings that are 
not 


needed in the industrial area plan- 
ning. 


The council also gave the Cham- 
ber of Commerce authority 
to 


negotiate with industries for possi- 
ble location on the city's old air- 
port site just north of the city. 
. Mayor Fink in a financial report 
to the council said the biggest part 
of the money spent the past four 
months by the city was obligated 
by the 
outgoing 
administration. 


Since April the city has paid $37,000 
on the sewer plant, now under con- 
struction, anu tnat project is about 
88 per cent paid out. The council 
is planning to study every obliga- 
tion made by the outgoing admin- 
istration and, if possible, eliminate 
sonic purchases, the mayor said. 
Possibly biggest single item be- 
sides the sewer plant is the pur- 
chase of a new $18,000 fire truck. 
Object of buying the truck was 
to lower city insurance rates. The 
present administration got a rate 
reduction by hiring additional fire- 
men and is seriously considering 
passing the new truck which is 
scheduled to. be delivered here 
sometime next year.

The council also gave the Cham- 
ber of Commerce authority

negotiate with industries for possi- 
ble location on the city's old air- 
port site just north of the city. 
. Mayor Fink in a financial report 
to the council said the biggest part 
of the money spent the past four 
months by the city was obligated 
by the 
outgoing 
administration. 


Since April the city has paid $37,000 
on the sewer plant, now under con- 
struction, anu tnat project is about 
88 per cent paid out. The council 
is planning to study every obliga- 
tion made by the outgoing admin- 
istration and, if possible, eliminate 
sonic purchases, the mayor said.

James H. Jones, superintendent 


of Hope Schools, told the

that school districts of this area 
could help finance the purchase by 
buying buildings that are 
not 


needed in the industrial area plan- 
ning. 


The council also gave the Cham- 
ber of Commerce authority 
to 


negotiate with industries for possi- 
ble location on the city's old air- 
port site just north of the city. 
. Mayor Fink in a financial report 
to the council said the biggest part 
of the money spent the past four 
months by the city was obligated 
by the 
outgoing 
administration. 


Since April the city has paid $37,000 
on the sewer plant, now under con- 
struction, anu tnat project is about 
88 per cent paid out. The council 
is planning to study every obliga- 
tion made by the outgoing admin- 
istration and, if possible, eliminate 
sonic purchases, the mayor said. 
Possibly biggest single item be- 
sides the sewer plant is the pur- 
chase of a new $18,000 fire truck.
